Rutan and his combination is that 
they exact exorbitant und illegal fees 
in their positions as official reporters 
of the Superior and Justices courts. It 
is alleged that the combination con- 
sists ot C. P. Rutan, reporter for Judge 
Wade in Department No. 8; F. H. Me- 
Allister, reporter for Judge Van Dyke 
in Department No. 4; Henry Hender- 
son, reporter for Judge Clark in De- 
partment No. 2; Mr. Hamilton, re- 
ä in the justices courts, and Mr. 

escott, reporter in Police Judge 
Owens’s court. It is farther alleged 
that Rutan is the leader in this com- 
bination, and exacts from them, or at 
least some of them, a proportion of 
the fees they make in return for his 
influence in securing them the places 
and furnishing them with employ- 
ment. In support ef this position a 
statement was made before the Griev- 
ance Committee by a competent re- 
porter named Maxwell, who stands 
ready to make affidavit thereto to the 
following effect: 

He stated that since May 9, 1889, 
until the middle of September he prac- 
tically had charge of the shorthand 
reporting in the Polite Court. On 
May 10th F. H. McAllister came to 
bim in the courtroom and asked him if 
he would report some examinations 
coming on that day for them. Mr. 
Maxwell replied that he was there for 
the purpose of doing business for him- 


work in the Police Court, and Rutan 
be allowed to assume entire control of 


that proportionate rating, and in some 
cases, where several cases were heard 
in one day. a reporter charged up $60 
for the day’s work. There are many 
cases where the reporter is occupied 
only a few minutes, or where it is con- 
tinued.

It is. also susceptible of proof that 
Rutan attempted to secure the control 
of Judge Shaw's and Judge McKinley’s 
courts, and used threatening 1 
toward them in his efforts to be the 
boss of the courts for the city, but they 
did not fallinto bis wishes and ap- 
pointed independent men as reporters, 
outside ot the combination. 

All these matters will be thoroughly

SOLDIERS’ HOME—TRUTHS, TO 
PONDER. 


Notwithstanding the fact that an 
authorized official investigation into 
the affairs of the local branch of the 
National Soldiers’ Homes has just 
been completed by the Board of Man- 
agers, and their decision is, or should 


| be, patiently awaited by all concerned, 


there appears to be a disposition 
in certain quarters to prejudge the 
anticipated result and refuse to accept 
the verdict. 
This is not Fast, wise or expedient, 
as we shall show. 

In this recently-discussed matter, 
about which there is still some dispute 
on the part of persuns not acquainted 
with ali the points, there are certain 
material and undisputed facts that 
ought tobe keptin view by all who 
desire to reach correct and just con- 
clusions: 

(1.) The late investigation was 
conducted under the law, in ac- 
cordance with law, and by officers ap- 
pointed by Congress for the purpose. 
(2.) The members of the Board of 
Managers who conducted the examina- 
tion of witnesses and made the investi- 
gation—Col. L. A. Harris and Col. H. 
H. Markham, assisted by Col. J. B. 
Thomas, Governor of the Dayton 


Home—are men of high char- 
acter and undoubted standing for 
integrity, impartiality, penetration 


and devotion to the best interests of 
the veterans. Two of them have 
served for years in the Soldiers’ Homes 
of the country, and their experience 
and opportunities have qualified them 
in the highest degree for their work. 
The other, the newly-appointed mem- 
ber, is so well known to the people of 
California that he requires no indorse- 
mentfrom us. All of them are men 
who haye established reputations for 
trying, not how little, but how much 
they can do for the disabled soldiers of 
the Republic. 

(3.) The investigation made by these 
officers was thorough, prolonged and 
fair. They aimed to get at the truth 
of the charges made against the man- 
agement of the home, and we believe 
they did get at it, substantially. 

(4.) What was the result? The evi- 
dence adduced did not, it must be ad- 
mitted by even the extremest oppo- 
nents of the management (if honest), 
sustain any serious allegation made. 
The more grave of the specific charges 
—not including the general assault 
upon the home, which has had the 
effect of scandalizing the cause, the 
institution, the county in which it is 
located, and the people who induced 
its location—were three in number, 
viz: First, that dead soldiers had been 
buried in pauper graves at ‘the home; 
second, that the Governor had shown 
himself to be personally dishonest; and 
third, that he had brutally treated in- 
mates of the home. There was no tes- 
timony—certainly no reputable testi- 
mony—to sustain these grave allega- 
tions, or any of them. The Governor 
came out of the investigation un- 
scathed, not a criminal, unpatriotic or 
inhumane act being proved against 


* 
(5.) All the minor causes of com- 
plaint shown to exist—and which it is 
needless to deny—were only such as 
have an existence in all similar insti- 
tutions, and would have been investi- 
gated and corrected by the managers, 
on their annual round, wholly irrespeo- 
tive of the clamor raised in this case. 

(6.) Tue Times has never refused to 
accord to the Grand Army comniittee— 
irregular though it was—which first 
made a brief investigation into, and a 
precipitate report upon the charges, 
the full measure of respect to which it 
is fairly entitled; and has never at- 
tacked the motives of its members, 
with one justifiable exception. We 
therefore have all the more right to 
say now that, whatever else may be 
claimed for that committee, it cannot 
be claimed that it was an authorized, a 
regular or a deliberately-selected com- 
mittee. None of its members, even, 
claim that. They were not selected or 
appointed by their posts, or by the 
department, or even by a mass 
meeting’—an assemblage unknown 
to the order. They had no official 
status; they could not claim to repre- 
sent even their respective posts offi- 
cially, much less the Department of 
California, with its 7000 members. We 
say this not disparagingly or unkindly, 
but because it is true; and say it in 
the full knowledge that the Depart- 
ment Commander was of the commit- 
tee. The members, however zealous 
or good their intentions, were only so 
many comrades of the order, self- 
appointed to do a thing intended to be 
wise, humane and right, but which, 
unfortunately, was not done wisely or 
well. These so-called committeemen 
were got together in a great hurry, 
without any pretense of regular- 
ity or deliberation, and urged to 
make the investigation, which lasted 
three hours only. How could just and 
correct results be reached by that pre- 
cipitate process? How could the truth 
be brought out by an er- parte examina- 
tion, such as was held? It was simply 
impossible! 

(7.) The members of the committee 
and their champions make a serious 
mistake when they assume that mem- 
bers of the order and citizens who do 
not coincide with the methods ofthe 
committee, or who do not assume an 
attitude of hostility toward the man- 
agement of the Soldiers’ Home, are 
lacki in patriotism and love of 
the lion veterans. Such an im- 
plication is unjust and absurd. 
There is no monopoly among 
Grand Army men of patriotism, love 
of the flag, or devotion to the welfare 
of unfortunate and disabled comrades. 
The fact that many, indeed most of 
veterans in thiscommunity do not be- 
lieve that the unoflicial investigation 
of the home’s affairs was either wise, 
judicious or beneficial—however well 
intended on the part of the committee- 
men—is no proof that the opponents 
have any lack of regard for the true in- 
terests of the inmates of the home, or 
that they would not, as promptly as 
the most prompt, spring to the defense 
and relief of their comrades were their 
interests and rights really neglected 
or imperiled. The scores of Grand 


Army men and other citizen-soldiers 
who deprecate this idle clamor, which 


was first raised by a person and his 
“ergan’’—both without character or 
good repute—are just as good friends 
of the inmates of the home as 
are los otroe—better friends, in fact, 
than are the more noisy ones. 

(8.) Some members of two or three 
small posts, without waiting for the 
managers to announce the result of 
their official inquisition, have made 
haste to adopt resolutions declaring 
that the charges have been “sus- 
tained.” This Grand Army Com- 
mittee“ has done the same. One 
leading post, at least, has thus far re- 
fused to be pushed into the precipitate 
and hostile course marked out for it by 
the intermeddling manipulator. Other 
posts will pursue a like conservative 
and self-respecting course. One 
swallow don’t make summer,” and 
these few weak posts by no means rep- 
resent the Grand Army as a body. 

There is nothing as yet to show that 
oven they had a majority of their lim- 
ited membership arrayed against the 
Soldiers’ Home management at the 
meetings where these resolutions are 
said to have been adopted. 

(9.) We now exercise our right of 
gravely asking the attention of the 
comrades in all the posts to the danger 
which confronts the local order in con- 
sequence of this needless quarrel which 
has been unwisely precipitated. This 
bone of contention is persistently at- 
tempted to be projected into the posts 
in the shape of prepared resolutions 
sustaining the action of the _ self- 
appointed committee. It is sought to 
have these resolutions adopted by 
every post. Why? For the purpose 
of bolstering up hasty and ill-advised 
charges, which have already gone down 
of their own weakness, and of rescu- 
ing the fallen reputations of the au- 
thors of those charges! We ask intel- 
ligent, independent, just- minded 
soldiers, who are in the habit of acting 
upon their own judgments: Why be 
precipitate in this matter? Hasty, 
biased action can do no good, but only 
harm. All the goed that could possi- 
bly be done by premature action on 
the part of the posts can be better done 
by cool, deliberate, judicial action, 
taken, not before, but after the result 
of the managers’ inquisition shall 
have been made public. Why, then, 
move in the matter when there is no 
call for action? Why swing a fire- 
brand in the posts, which, kindling 
into an angry flame, may disorganize 
and even disrupt the order locally? 
Why make much ado about nothing, 
or next to nothing? Gentlemen and 
soldiers, it is folly, worse than folly! 

Finally we declare—and know our 
ground for the declaration — that 
the predicted official decapitation 
at the home will not take place. The 
managers are also comrades—ofiicers 
of the Government — men tried in 
delicate and responsible places — 
patriots, soldiers and honorable gen- 
tlemen. Why should they not be 
trusted to discharge their official duties 
with independence and integrity, and 
without undue interference from any 
quarter?

Her Pneumatic Guns Tested with 
Satisfactory Results. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 9.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Prsss.| The official test of the pnen- 
matic guns of the cruiser Vesuvius took 
place on the Delaware River today. It 
consisted of the firing of five shots from 
each of the three guns in 10 minutes and a 
three-inch shell weighing 480 po unds a dis-

It is learned that the test was entirely 
satisfactory. in distance-firing the pro- 
— were thrown from 100 to 350 yards 

yond the required mile. In the test for 
rapid firing, the contract required that the 
working aod loading machinery, pumps and 
reservoir should enable 15 shots to be fired 
in 30 minutes from each gun. In the test 
15 iron plugs weighing about pounds 
each were fired, and from the moment that 
the loading of the first gun was commenced 
until the last shot had been fired, seven min- 
utes and a fraction elapsed. The air 
compressors were not working during 
the time, although it would have 
been allowed, an at the end ot 
the firing the reservoir contained enough 
air to fire eight more shots at mile range. 
Each of the 15 shots was fired with a volume 
of air which had sufficed to carry the ser- 
vice shelis one mile. A pause between the 
rst and second tests was due to the shift- 
ing of the Vesuvius by the tide.

At Is Discussed by the Board and 
Stringent Regulations BHstab- 
lished — The License Collector 
Asked to Withdraw the Suit 
Against & Oo. 


The Police Commissioners met at the 
Mayor's office yesterday afternoon, 
Messrs. Hazard, Lindley, Dexter ana 
Collins present. 

On the motion of the Mayor the 
reading of the minutes of the last 
meeting was omitted. 

In the matter of the petition of C. 
B. Woodhead for the revokal of the 
license of J. Maghetti, who, on the 
first of this month, was tried before 
Judge Owens on a charge of selling 
liquor to minors at his saloon on Buena 
Vista street, the Chief submitted the 
report of the officer detailed to look 
into the matter. The report exonerated 
Maghetti of having committed any 
offense, he having complied with every 
— 2 — of the law in the conduct 
of 


is business. 

Mr. Lindley expressed himself 
strongly in favor of punishing saloon- 
keepers who violated the law in this 
respect, and moved that Maghetti’s 
license be revoked, presumably as a 
warning to others who complied with 
the law. Mr. Dexter seconded 
the motion. The Mayor pointed 
out “the fact that the evidence 
virtually exonerated Maghetti, and 

_thought that the least that could be 
done, in justice to Maghetti, was to 
continue the matter for a week, in 
order that the Chief might obtain from 
the Judge the evidence on which Ma- 
ghetti was acquitted.

JOHN ADAMS.

He was one of the 
five Massachusetts delegates to the 
first Continental Congress, which met 
at Philadelphia in the autumn of 1774. 
Jefferson declared that Adams 
was the ablest advocate and 
champion of independence on the 
floor of the house, and that 
be was the Colossus of that Congress. 
With Franklin, Jay and Laurens, 
Adams negotiated the treaty of peace 
with Great Britain in November, 1782. 
Unfortunately for him, during his 
term as President, the p of the 
alien and sedition laws ca him, on 
his retirement from office, to be dis- 
liked and censured by the Repubii- 
cans, while the Federalists cursed him 
for bis failure to be reélected. Ags 
time has passed on, however, the recol- 
lection of his rare talents, lofty 
patriotism and great services rendered 
to his country when the cause of lib- 
erty was in imminent peril, have rein- 
stated him in the public esteem, and 
caused him to be regarded as one of 
the greatest and * patriotio ot the 
founders of American independence. 
John Adams died July 4, 1826. 
HENRY CAVENDISH. 

Henry Cavendish, who was born Oc- 
tober 10, 1731, may be régarded as the 
Newton of chemistry. Though he 
wrote but a few papers, what he did 
publish was so important as to more 
than compensate for its brevity. His 
most notable achievement was his 
demonstration in 1781 of the compo- 
sition of water. His experiments were 
all of that finished character that, 
though performed in the very infancy 
of chemical science, they have re- 

nired no modification or correction. 

The youngest son of Lord Charles 
Cavendish and the heir toa large for- 
tune, he maintained the habits of a 
studious recluse and became an excel- 
lent mathematician, electrician, as- 
tronomer, meteorologist and geologist, 
and as a chemist shot far ahead of his 
contemporaries. His shyness, love of 
solitude and aversion to society, bor- 
dered on disease. At a soirée he 
would stand for a long time on 
the landing afraid to open the 
door and face the a nor would 
he open it until be heard some one 
ascending the stairs, and then to es- 
cape the terror behind would face 
thatin front.
